Budapest, September 1!6.—This was 
George Washington day in Hungarys 
capital, and the population gave itself 
up to enthusiasm over the unveiling on 
monarchial territory of qa monument to 
the first president of the United States. 
The stars and stripes and the Hun- 
garian colors entertwined were to be 
seen everywhere. This morning there 
were special sermons in many of the 
churches, the preachers calling atten- 
tion to the importance of the event. This

Missionary Clarke Entertains 
and Instructs People ef 
Covington, 


Ga., September 16.—(Spe 
cial.)—Rev. W. H. Clarke, Baptist mis- 
Sionary to Japan, delivered three ad- 
dresses to large audiences in this city to- 
day. 

At II o’clock he filled the pulpit of 
Rey. &. R. Pendleton in tne Baptist 
church and at 4:30 spoke under the 
auspices of the B. P. U. His discourse 
at the Presbyterian church at 8 o'clock 
attracted a crowd that overtaxed the 
capacity of the building. 

Mr. Clarke is a fluent speaker and his 
addresses on Japan-were entertaining and 
instructive. He referred to the various 
phases of missionary work there and 
Stated that the people are manifesting a 
marked interest in Christianity.

tion of the missionaries in the evangel 
istic work. The emperor has recentl) 
shown his interest in the cause by con- 
tributing $5,000 to the Y. M. C. A. work 
in the army and the navy. 

In speaking of the idolatrous practices 
of the Japanese, Mr. Clarke said that in 
one temple in the southern part of the 
empire there were 3,333 idols. In spite 
of this State of affairs, however, he 
says they are easily converted by per- 
sonal, heart to heart work and that the 
missionaries are .making great headway 
among them. 

Mr. Clarke was accompanied on his 
visit here by his wife, who was formerly 
Miss-Lucile Daniel, of Atlanta. They 
were sent to the -Orient about seven 
years ago by the First Baptist church, 
of Atlanta. They have been stationed in 
Kumamoto, a city of about 80,000 popu- 
lation, in an island of the soutaern 
part of the empire.

SPARE TIME AS INVENTORS 


Mr. Goode, of Conyers, Invents Anti-Collision 
Device for Railroads, and Wire Grass 
Farmer an Airship. 


ud. B. GOODE, a farmer living near 
Conyers, and his associate, T. J. 
® Deal, of the same place, have in- 
vented an anti-colliston device for rail- 
roads, which they believe will put an cnd 
tc all head-on and rear-end collisions as 
soon as li is adopted «*3 rut Into practi- 
ca! use.

“T am a Georgia farmer,” said Mr. 
Goode, who is one of the most influential 
and reapected citizens of hig section, ‘but 
I have always been interested in elec- 
tricity, and have fixeq up a number of 
el@ trical devices on my farm. Lately, 
with my friend, Mr. Deal, we have been 
working on an invention to prevent the 
great number of collisions which have 
occurred on the railroads recently. 

“Ag I said, I am a farmer, and not a 
railroad man, but to me it does seem 
that our invention would put an end to 
collisions if adopted. Yes, it is rather 
expensive, but ff it will only protect lize 
end property, it would be cheap at any 
price. I have just brought this smal! 
model to Atlanta with the idea of show- 
ing it to a few railroad men if I have 
the chance, as I have already had it 
protected so far as the invention is con- 
cerned. 

The device {is much along the line of 
the block signal system, except that 
lights are used rather than signals. By 
means of these lights the position of 
trains both going anq coming are re. 
ported at stations in such a manner as 
makes their location known, but under 
the present conditions, the working of 
these signals is left with the operator 
at each station. Mr. Goode states, how- 
ever, that these lights can be made to 


work automatically, and that lights caa 
‘be so stationed at any number of inter- 
mediate points between stations as may 
be desirable, 

In the model which he _ will exhibit 
at the state fair, these intermediate 
lights, as well as the station lights, wiil 
be shown. Secretary Weldon has re- 
ceiveg application for space for a num- 
ber of other inventions and railroad de- 
vices at the state fair, and this depart- 
ment is lHkely to prove a feature of the 
coming exposition from October 10 to 20. 
Interest is added to the exhibits in thal 
@ number are the inventions of Georgia 
farmers, who have recently been devel- 
oping their ideas, and placing them into 
the practical form of working models. 

The fact that Georgia farmers are now 
engaging in such scientific pursuits is 
only another proof of the unprecedente } 
prosperity which prevails throughout the 
Empire state of the south.

Light on a ‘Coming Issue. 

William E. Curtis, the veteran cor- 
respondent of The Chicago Record- 
Herald, and a man who has won en- 
viable reputation for accuracy and 
unbiased judgment, contributes an in- 
teresting article to his paper from 
Vienna on the subject of municipal 
ownership. Mr. Curtis does not deal 


with elaborate technical detail. His 
report is mainly instructive as show- 
jing the possibilities of municipal own- 
‘ership in a city where the principle 
has been developed along startlingly 
unconventional lines, as proving its 
efficacy in phases which: have been 
most open to question and as setting 
forth a few of the difficulties to 
which it gives rise. 

One of the most enlightening anal- 
yses is that which touches municipal! 
operation of the _ street railways. 
Mr. Curtis is worth quoting verbatim 
on this point: 

Vienna has one of the best Systems in 
Europe. The regular fare before 8 a. m. 
is 2 cents for any distance, for the ben- 
efit of laboring classes. After 8 o'clock 
it is 4 cents a mile, and more according 
to distance. The ‘business does not pay 
as well as it did when it was under pri- 
vate management, and the burgomaster, 
who is a great believer in municipal] own- 
ership and state socialism, explained to 
me that this was due to higher wages 
and shorter hours for the employees and 
a more liberal policy of management. 
The gross receipts have increased since 
the city took hold of the lines, but the 
expenses have increased more rapidly, so 
that the net profits are only about 35 
per cent as much as they were formerly. 
This is not a disadvantage from the 
burgomaster’s point of view. -His idea 


tempt to make a profit out of public util- 
ities, but should manage them for the 
best interests of the citizens without a 
deficit. 

This means that while the railways 
continue to return a_ profit to the 
city, the percentage is not as large 
as under private ownership. Advo-

Brigadier General Pershing. 

It is to be expected that in army 
circles there will be some criticism 
of the president’s promotion of Cap- 
tain John J. Pershing to be brigadier 
general. It is noted in the dispatches 
Snnouncing the appointment that the 
president “jumped 862 officers of high+ 
er grade” to give Captain Pershing the 
generalship, and also, as if to explain 
the reason, that Captain Pershing is 
a son-in-law of United States Senator 
Warren, of Wyoming, chairman of the 
senate committee on military affairs. 

Captain Pershing’s promotion is 
simple recognition of the magnificent 
record made by that officer during a 
period of long service in the Philip- 
pine Islands. However much some 
of those officers who have been 
jumped may criticize the president’s 
action, there will be no difference of 
cpinion over the record for distin- 
guished service of Captain Pershing. 
Opportunity came to him, and he rose 
equal to it, just as did General Frank- 
lin Bell; General Tom Barry and sev- 
eral other officers who were promoted 
from lower grades to the coveted 
brigadierships. These other promo- 
tions were criticized by the men. over 
whose heads the fortunate officers 
were jumped just as that of General 
Pershing will be; but not only were 
the promotions deserved, but the serv- 
ice is bettered by putting some of 
these younger men in the high places. 

A fact not generally understood is 

that the president has the power of 
appointment to just two grades in the 
army; he can make men second Ifeu- 
tenants and brigadier generals: but 
the other ranks are reached only 
through the regular processes of pro- 
motion by seniority. . One result is 
that where an officer of lower grade 
has earned a promotion by meritorious 
act, there is but one reward the presi- 
dent can give and that is a brigadier 
generalship. The case of General 
Fred Funston furnishes an. illustra- 
tion. After the capture of Aguinaldo 
the popular acclaim of General Funs- 
ton was such that there was nothing 
to do but give him an appointment in 
the regular service. If it had been 
in President McKinley’s power to 5 
paint him colonel, or even lieutenant 
colonel, in the regular army, General 
Funston would have felt amply re- 
| warded; but the president had no such 
‘rower; he could appoint Funston a 
brigadier, nothing shert of that: so 
brigadier he is, and doubtless a good 
one. 
! The same restrictions apply in such 
;cases as that of General J. Franklin 
‘Bell and General “Jack” Pershing. 
‘Under a system. of presidential pro- 
‘motion for merit, both of these men 
‘would doubtless have been advanced, 
ibut probably neither of them to the 
grade of Wrigadier gendral. As it 
stands, -however, it is a generalship or 
nothing—and both deserve the gen- 
eralship. 

So far as General Pershing’s rela- 
tions with Senator Warren are con- 
‘cerned, these did not happen until 
llong after the soldier had made that 
jreeord in the Philippines which gets 
him his promotion.

MODEL ROAD IN CALIFORNIA. 


Highway Constructed of Oil and Soil 
Incorporated in a Close Mixture. 
(From The Los Angeles Times.) 

A notable piece of road building, said 
by many to he the best exemplification 
of the art In southern California, has 
just been completed near Santa Monica.

EGYPT BUYS LITTLE 
FROM UNITED STATES 


/Washingtan, Di « C.,, September 16.— 
(Special.)\—Special Agent Charles M. Pep- 
pery who was sent to Egypt to report 
upon the prospects for increased trate 
with that country, has made an interest- 
ing report ;to the }bureau of manufac- 
tures which should be studied carefully 
by American manufacturers. 

The remarkable development which 
Raypt has undergone in recent years 
is, well-known, and the opinion is gen- 
erally expressed that it will be many 
years -béfore: this development is in any 
way arrested, and in the meantime the 
buying power of the inhabitants is con- 
Stantly increasing. The United States 
does not have a fair share of the trade 
with Egypt. The imports from Egypt 
have reached nearly $10,000,000, and the 
average for seven years was $7,758,657. 
In return, direct shipments of g00ds from 
the United States rarely exceed $1!,000,- 
000, and in some years have fallen be- 
low $500,000. It is clear that the United 
States should furnish a ‘larger share of 
the Egyptian imports. That can be done, 
Special Agent Pepper reports, if proper 
efforts are made to sell goods in Egypt. 
The tota) foreign commerce of Egypt 
in 1895 was a little more than $100,000,- 
000. .Mr. Pepper says that it will in less 
than fiVe years amount to $250,000,000, 
One-half of which will be imported goods. 
The imports into Egypt for 1905 
amounted in value to. $107,820,380, of 
Which the United States supplied only a 
few hundred thousand dollars worth. 
For the fiscal year 1906 this country has 
taken from Egypt $9,391,621 worth of 
goods, principally Egyptian cotton, and 
has sold to. that country $1,163,128 
worth. Great Britain leads in supplying 
Egyptian wants, but Turkey supplies 
$15,000,000 in imports and France $/2,- 
000,000. 

Imports From United States Small. 

The imports from the United States are 
not of sufficient importance to be ranked 
alone in the Egyptian returns, and they 
are classed under the head of America. 
As Egypt imports from America nearly 
$1,000,000 worth of coffee, none of which 
comes from the United States, it can 
be seen how unimportant is our share of 
Egyptian imports.

With adequate steamship connections the 
United States should do as well almost 
4s any European country in supplying 
those lines. Kgypt- exported last year 
$79,000,000 worth of cotton as compared 
with $83,000,000 in the previous year.

Was $88,676,075. ‘tthe imports and ex- 
ports for the current year exceed those 
ot last year. With a rapidly growing 
comimerce the United Stutes certainly 
should take means to secure a larger 
Share of it. 

The economic situation of Egypt is 
that of a great stretch of rich agricul- 
ture territory less subject to the uncer- 
tainties of crops @ian most agricultural 
regions, because the irrigation from 
waters of the Nile, which for ages have 
rendered the lands fertile, frees ther 
from the dangers of drouth and now, be- 
cause of the comparatively recent im- 
provemeats, also from floods. The basic 
wealth of the soil is constantly increasing 
through the more therough and equit- 
able distribution of the waters of great 
river dams, canals and storage reservoirs, 
constructed on the Inost mouern scientiiic 
principles. 

Egypt’s Cotton Exports. 

The exports of raw cotton, which in 
the five years ending with 1894 aver- 
aged $44,000,000 wortn a year, had in- 
creased in the five years ending with 
i904 to an average of $70,000,000 a 
year. Sir Wiltlam Wilcocks, former di- 
rector general of the reservoir service,

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INESE HAVE DISTANCED 


ALL NATIONS IN PROGRESS 
DURING LAST FIVE YEARS 


HANGHAI, CHINA, August 4, 1906. 
S (Corresponderice of the Associated 
Press.)—-A competent authority on 
the Far East declares that the Chinese 
have made more progress during the last 
five years than° any other nation on 
earth, not extepting Japan. He admits 
that China has not made such advance 
in iron and coal production as has the 
United States, but he contends that China 
has made a wider ang more profound 
change in her twhole attitude. toward 
western civilization than hag any Other 
tation. 

The latest proof that China’s face Is 
set toward progress is found in the impe 
rial decree issued last Sunday promising 
a change of laws. While this decree does 
rot promise a constitution, as careless 
readers have inferred, nevertheless it 
points in that direction, 

A. more vital tfndication of progress tis 
found in the recent imperial decree mak- 
ing some mastery of western learning a 
condition of future employment in the 
government service, This decree does 
not affect existing office hokders, and 
does not apply to candidates for office 
who have already completed the pre- 
scribed course of Confucian learning, and 
have received the first and second de- 
grees. But the significance of the decres 
is found in the fact that it prescribes the | 
identical condition for future candidates 
for office, which the young emperor pre- 
scribed eight years ago, and which led to 
the Boxer filprising. It is significant that 
the dowager empress, who then retired 
the young emperor for his radicalism, 
row issues in his name the identical 
decree which produced the revolution.

Multiplication of Newspapers. 

‘ Another sign of the times is the im 
crease of the post offices and the multk 
plication of newspapers, especially along 
the eastern side of the empire. The post 
effices have increased from about one 
hundred four years ago to some eighteen 
hundred today. The number is still pith 
fully small, but the rate of increase i# 
a just cause of surprise and a striking 
indication of progress. In Tientsin, fot 
years ago, three newspapers were pub- 
lished.

On the dowager empress be- 
ing informed the other day that the de 
cree relating to bound feet was having 
no influence, among the provincial au- 
thorities, another decree has been issued 
saying, that in the future no men will be 
taken into the employment of the Chi- 
nese empire whose wives or daughters 
have their feet bound. It 1s uncertain 
when this latest order will go into effect, 
and whether it will be strictly enforced 
or not. Nevertheless the fact that sev- 
eral viceroys are following in the foot- 
steps of the imperial decree, and that the 
authorities at Pekin are demanding that 
the others comply with the: imperiad 
mandate, leads to the impression that 
this form of Oriental barbarism may be 

roaching its end. 

aw more pivots indication of the adop- 
tion. of the only western civilization bat 
of Christianity is found in the Gecree jus 
issued by Chang Chih-tung ordering the 
new Testament to be introduced into all 
the schools of the Hupeh and Hunan 
provinces, over which he rules. 

The decree states that the permanence 
and high quality of Chinese civilization 
is due to the fact that the Confucian 
dlassics have been taught in China for 
over two thousand years. The viceroy 
admits, however, that western nations 
have some power which the Chinese do 
not possess. He is sure that this is not 
due ti any superiority of the westernetTs 
over tne Chinese, but to the fact that the 
western nations have in their possession 
certain teachings which the Chinese have 
not yet mastered. He thinks this supe- 
riority is due to the Bible, and in order 
to make the Chinese not only equal but 
superior to their western competitors, he 
orders «thé New Testament taught, along- 
gide the Confucian classics, among the 
fifty-eight million people over whom he 
rules. 

To Establish Christian Sabbath. 

Perhaps the most striking indication 
of the Chinese desire for western prog- 
ress is found in the recent imperial de- 
cree attempting to establish «he Cnhris- 
tian Sabbath. The decree makes the 
Sabbath day a legal holiday. It is not 
probable that the decree will be largely 
fodowed throughout China, as indeed it 
is not probable that Chang Cihih-tung § 
decree in regard .to the New Testament 
will be largely observed. These decrees, 
however, show the aspirations of the Chi- 


influence of Japan in China is found in 
the fact that -eleven thousand Chinese 
students are now in Tokio striving to se- 
cure from the government institutions 
and private schools the western learning. 
Fhe Young Men's Christian Association 
in Shaghai has seen the significence of 
this movement, and has sent two Ameri- 
can and three or four young Chinese 
Christians to Tokio to keep in touch 
with this group of Chinese students. As 
some Chinese studengs are returning from 
and going to Tokio each month, at least 
fifteen thousand young Chinamern will 
pursue their studies in the Japanese capi- 
tol in 1906. As these young men will] 
furnish the future Yuan Shi Kais, Chang 
Chih-tungs and Wu Ting Fangs of China 
one can readily see the influence which 
the Japanese will acquire in the Chinese 
empire. At least two or three thousand 
of these young men would have studied 
in the United States had it not been for 
our Marsh enforcement of the exclusion 
law. It now looks as if Japan will be- 
come the school master of the Orient, as 
Germany has been the school master of 
Europe and America.

‘‘All my life,”” Mr. Eichberg. went on,

The old First Methodist church. that 
house Of worship recently torn away to 
make room for that magnificent strue- 
ture on Peachtree and Pryor and Hous- 
ton streets—that building some of 
younger Americans designate as the dope 
pa'ace—was run up by Architect 
blue prints. And as long as that old 
Structure stood, the church. was upon 
that triangular block, it was pointed out 
by Atlantans to visitors as an architec- 
tural creation. Day by day Captain Fay 
saw that house of worship go up, and 
when that hundred-foot steeple topped 
over on the ground now occupied by that 
triangular two-story briek drug store 
building, tt vas then a smal! park, Cap- 
tain Fay’s smile broadened, and the next 
day his force of hands, doubled, was re- 
building that spire, Captain Fay being 
higher up in the air than any Of his 
workmen. 

The Jewish synagogue on Pryor at 
Garnett, the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception, on Hunter and Central 
avenue; the Boys’ High school, now the 
nucleus of the Girls’ High schoo’. on 
Washington street at Hunter, came from 
Captain Fay’s hands. The St. Philip's, 
the pride of Atlanta Episcopalians, went 
up brick upOn brick as Captain Fay’s 
lines directed. The Moore & Marsh 
building, the most imposing wholesale 
house tn the city at that time, was de- 
signed by Captain Fay. 

But during al! those days Captain 
Pay had associates, and today some of 
the most prominent, successful and - most 
completely equipped architects in the 
south can Icok back upon the day when 
he was being guided, directed and in.

Why Ministers Are Short. 

The main topic of conversation in Geor- 
gia’s religious circle for the past week 
has been the unheard*of condition of af- 
fairs which finds 200 of Georgia’s active 
churches without pastors. 

But above all other discussions has 
been the continual question which has 
fallen from the Ups of laymen and 
preachers, namely: “Why such a condi- 
tlon—why has there been a decrease’ in 
the applicants for the ministry ?’’ 

Probably the most popular idea is the 
one advanced by Rev. James W. 
Lb. D., the pastor of the ‘ritiity Meth- 
In talking to 


he said: 

“I think that one of the main causes 
for the lack of ministerial applicants ts 
probably due to the tremendous. pull of 
the commercial life upon our young men. 
This is undoubtedly the commercial age 
of the world, ang it is offering to our 
young men great inducements and mag- 
nificent, trlumphe. 

“Another factor is the fact that the 
thinking men of the day have a diuer- 
ent theological view from the masg of 
the preachers and religious forces in 
power. Free thought is not allowed, as 
it should ‘be, by all denominations. Men 
are made to accept things which at heart 
they do not believe to be true. The 
young man of the present day will not 
allow himself to be forced into the ac- 
ceptance of certain theological statr& 
ments, and consequently the thinking 
young men instead of turning to the min- 
istry are going somewhere else.” 

Dr. Jenkins Talks. 

Rev. Dr. Jenkins, pastor of the Congre- 
gational church, said:

The ‘‘Cold Saturday,’ so ofter referred 
to by eiderly persons, in the south oc- 
curred on February 8, 1835. A cold 
wave struck the entire southland at 
this time and on February 7, the bitter 
weather caused a wonderful sensation in 
all of the southeastern states. Much loss 
of life and property was reported and it 
was thought that the mercury could not 
drop any lower in the thermometer. But 
the following day, the temperature was 
even lower. The year being 1835, it is, 
of course, impossible to give any dates 
for Atlanta, the metropolis of the south 
not being on the map at that time. But 
from the temperatures reported at other 
places around Atlanta, this must have 
been the coldest day on record and the 
Cherokees who pitched their tents on 
the most valuable portions of Whitehall 
street and the most exclusive locations 
on Peachtree, must have hugged their 
camp fires and @reamily longed for the 
steam heated apartment houses of this 
immediate present. 

Taking the near-by points as a crite- 
rion, the temperature at that point on 
the Chattahoochee where now stands At- 
lanta must have been even lower than 
than that February 1/3, !'899, remem- 
bered by so many Atlantans. It was at 
this time that the mercury dropped to 
8 |i-2 degrees below zero and at the 
same time established the lowest temper- 
atuge record in the history of the At- 
lanta weather bureau.

In 1843, snow was reported general in 
Mississippi and an abundance of ice in 
New Orleans. | 

In 1663 there was another great cold 
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ported by the weather bureau in Atlan- 
ta: §2 degrees above at Savannah am 
i5 above at New Orleans. This was 
siated to be the coldest weather since 
1835, and great damage was done 
throughout the south. 

In February, 1895, more snow was re- 
ported in Florida than at any other pre- 
vious time since the establishment of the 
weather bureau, some thirty years be- 
fore. There was sleixhing in Pensacola, 
snow reported two feet deep in south- 
west Georgia and snow fell in Tampa. 
Severe cold waves followed. 

February !899, brought on the date of 
the !3th, the coldest record for Atlanta 
as reported above.. A heavy snowstorm 
struck the Middle Atlantic states and tre- 
mendous damage resulted to orange trees 
In addition to 8% 
zero reported at At- 
New Orleans reported 7 degrees 
above; Vicksburg exactly zero; Idegree 
below at Mobile; 4 degrees below at

“‘'Ts the Editor of The Times—Sir: 
Wil; you permit me to express my sur- 
prise at the importance apparently at- 
tached in the British press to the report- 
ed decision of President Roosevelt to help 
on the so-called spelling reform move- 
ment? His decision has no importance 
beyond what his personal influence may 
give the movement among his friends 
and admirers. Te say that his use of the 
changed spelling will have any ‘“‘author- 


itative’ influence, as one correspondent | 


puts it, ig nonsense. There is no ‘‘set”’ 
of people who wik take their cue from 
Mr. Roosevelt as president in such 4 
matter, and such people as do are hard- 
ly likely to be among those. who give 
character and form to language and liter- 


ature. 

“‘Nor is ft correct to say that the 
spelling adopted by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
official papers is, or will. be, the ‘‘off- 
cial’ spelling of the United States. The 
spelling in the vast number of congres- 
sional (house and senate) papers will not 
be determined by the president; nor will 
that of the reports of the heads of de- 
partments of the federal government, 
nor that of the far larger number of 
state government papers. 

* "Indeed, his efforts have little chance 
of reaching any large number of pedple. 
For hie messages come to the eyes of 
the people through the newspapers, and 
they are very likely to do their own 
spelling. In their official form, these 
messages find their way, some months 
after the newspaper reports, to the 
shelves of various Ifbraries.in the shape 
of “government documents,” which, like 
your» blue books, are consulted mainly 
by students of history and public affairs. 

“The report of President Roosevelt's 
action is a boom for the spelling reform 
movement that has been urged fOr some 
years on the attention of teachers’ and 
librarians’ assOciations, and similar bod- 
jes, by several eminent scholars. Mr. 
Carnegie’s interest was secured -by a4 
friend of the movement, and this, of 
course, was one “boom.’’ The new step, 
as just remarked, is intended as another. 

“‘Moreover, the matter is by no

“The Dives Must Go” was the subject 
of the sermon of Rev. H. H. Proctor, 
D.D., at the First Congregational church, 
colored, last night. His text was, ‘‘There 
shall be no curse any more,” Revelations 
xxii, 3. Among other things, he said: 

“The vision John saw was not only 
a description of the heavenly city as it 
is, but also of an earth'y gity as it 
ought to be. In the city John saw there 
was no curse. It is the duty of each 
man to see to it as far as he can that 
there is no curse In the city in which 
he lives. During the recent outbreak of 
crime in this city the eye of the public 
has looked upon the dive as a curse. It 
is the business of all good men to see 
to it that these plague spots, some fifty 
or more in number, are removed from 
this city. 

“These dives are usually places where 
liquors are sold under the cOver of a 
restaurant near a saloon, Last night I 
saw these places crowded with men and 
women of the baser sort. These dives are 
foul nests where evil birds lay their 
poisonous eggs which hatch out into 
loafers, thieves, thugs, murderers and 
rapists. } has been objected to the 
closing of these places that it is a good 
piace to catch criminals, Of’ course, be- 
cause it is the place where they hatch 
them! 

“These places appeal] especially to 
three classes among us. One is the weak- 
er elements of the race; we have among 
us, through no fault of our own, a sur- 
plus of weaker elements, and this class 
falis victim to these allurements. There 
is another class, and they are those who 
are coming to us fresh from the ¢ountry 
districts; in their ignorance they are 
entrap before they know it, and join 
the criminal element. Then there are 
weaker members in the best families evho 
fal! victim to the blandishments of these 


dives. For the sake of these weaker 


brothers, for whom Christ died, these 
places ought to removed from the city. 
“These plague spots must go. They 
must go for the sake of the city itself. 
Although these dens bring some money to 
the city, it is aleo wel known that crime 
never pays. The city cannot afford to 
put this red money into its coffers—red 
with the blood of the weak. They must 
go for the sake of the colored racé, We 


cannot afford to make a reputation for/ 


crime. Our salvation in this country de- 
pends upon our making ourselves sober, 
industrious, useful citizens. Whatever

The regrettable fact is that the farm-| 
the importance of ridding their farms ang 
the country at large of these fever-breed. 
ing ticks. They have no adequate con- 
ception of the material and financial 
losses they suffer annually, and have 
been suffering ang enduring ever since the 
country wag settled. I have before me} 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 26!, from the | 
U. S. department of agriculture, prepared | 
by August Meyer, Shreveport, La. 
Mayer is an intelligent German-American, | 
a man of considerable means, who has/| 
been engageil for some years in the ef- } 
fort to build up the cattle industry on 
his farm and in His section of Louisiana. 
He has suffered losses to the amount 
of many thousands of dollars, due entire- 
ly to his ineffectual efforts, single-handed 
and alone, to get riq of the ticks. Among 
other things he says: 

“The actual death of cattle from tick 
infestation may more easily happen if 
cattle are put on rich pastures of timber- 
@d area and kept there for a few seasons, 
more especially if these pastures are oc- 
cupied winter and summer. TFT have just 
had this experience repeated on severai 
pastures. In the season just past (1905) | 
I put in a good pasture of 400 acres 164 
cattle, all s0-calleg natives, many born: 
in this inclasure a year or two before, , 
others having been used for a number 
of years as milch cows. This pasture, 
Wag an.ideal summer home for cattle, , 
with grass in plenty and of good vari-| 
ety, good spring water, shade, and an 
airy ground. Of the 164 head, 42 Suc- 
cumbed +o the ravages of the tick, and 
the rest, with the exception of some thrif- 
ty grown steers, were reduced to skin 
and bones; and this in the midst of plen- 
ty! Like experiences resulted on vari- 
ous other pastures of smalled areas. 
Stocking ;hese pastures to their full ca- 
pacity always meant ticks in ruinous 
numbers. Where cattle are confined to 
a certain tract,. especially when wooded 
or spotted by shady trees, they habitually 
gather in certain favorable resting places 
every day, here in the forenoon and there 
in the afternoon. In summer when the 
files are bad the whole herd may be 
found together in the deepest shade in the 
woods. These favored and regularly fre- 
quented spots become extremely infested 
and remain so the whole year round, and 
it is evident that the cattle when lying 
down in these places must become lit- 
erally covered with seed ticks. I have 
geen the poor creabures so heavily in- 
fested that it seemeg there was no place 
on the entire body covered with hair 
where there was enough room left for an- 
other tick to attach itself. Even the 
eyelids between the eyelasheg were stud- 
ded with the blood suckers. In one in- 
stance a large cow—not belonging to the 
writer, however—had even her nose com- 
pletely covered with grown ticks. I es- 
timate that a large animal may thus 
carry at one time several hundred thou- 
sand ticks of different stages of develop- 
ment, perhaps even as large a number ag 
half a million. Since four qifferent broods 
may be carried per season, it will be seen 
that about two million female ticks 
might engorge themselvég in one season 
with the blond of a single animal.” 

It should be remerybered that the 164 
cattle mentioned in the extract above 
quoted were “immune” cattle, |. e, they 
had all survived the mild attack of 
fever contragted when they were calves. 
Those 42.that: died and the others were 
reduced to “skin and bones in the midst 
of plenty,’ were not affected by the 
fever, but solely by the worry and suf- 
fering and loss of blood from the millions 
of @icks that infested ‘them. 


| Dr. John R. Mobler, author of Farmers’ | 


Bulletin No, 268, in an endeavor to 
make an approximate estimate of the an- 
nual losses in the south due to Texas 
fever, says that the shrinkage in value 
ot the beef cattle, not counting the death 
losses, amounts to no less than $23,- 


cattle in the region sOuth of the quaran- 
less than it would be if we were en- 
tirely rid of the ticks. But these fig- 
urés by no means repregent the. total 
annual loss, which Dr. Mohler puts at 
not iess than $40,000,000. Bear in mind 
that the region south of the quarantine 
line includes the southern part of the 
states of Virginia, near!y all of North 
Carolina, all of South Carolina, all of 
Georgia excepting three counties, the 
southern half of Tennessee, all of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Arkansas and Indian 
Territory, southern Oklahoma, most of 
Texas, the southern half of California, all 
of Louisiana and Florida.

what the seasons may be when prepar- 
ing and applying fertilizers in the spring, 
and if there were such knowledge would 
not justify any material change in the 
composition of a fertilizer, although if we 
could know exactly that it would be a 
very dry season, we would be justified in 
limiting the total amount that we would 
apply per acye. Nitrate of soda doubtl- 
less often benefits cotton, corn and other 
crops when applieqg some weeks or even 
@ month or two after the plants are up 
and have commenced to grow; but it is 
by no meang certain that it would not 
have done just as well to have applied 
a larger percentage of nitrogen in some 
slowly available form—such as cotton 
seed meal, stable manure, dried blood. 
Nitrate of soda is very soluble and the 
nitrogen it contains is im just the form 
in which the plant roots can take it up. 
Hence, when a farmer hag made a mis- 
take, or he intentionally used a fertilizer 
deficient in nitrogen at the outset, he can 
make it good by applying nitrate of goda 
as a top dressing, particularly when the 
foliage (leaves) of “the crop takes on a 
light green or yellowish green color—- 
showing that it needs more nitrogen. = I 
am not strongly wedded to the idea of 
second, or intercultural, application of 
ffertilizerg excepting nitrate of soda.
